Item I appoint my 
trusty & beloved friends John Simcock Randall Vernon & John Bristow to be my Executrs of this my last will & testament 
revocking all other wills & testaments made by me they or any two of them to do all things of greater moment in witness 
whereof I have hereunto sett my hand & seale ye day & year first above written.

There was a Quaker Burial Ground at Oaken. The Quarterly Meeting of 4 July 1692 was informed that Richard Chandler 
had offered a burial place for the use of Friends and the meeting ordered Marmaduke Siddon and William Southwick to 
make further enquiries. Three meetings later the matter was resolved. As noted by Denis Stuart a Deed of Gift dated 4 
September 1695 conveyed a parcel of land to Jonathan Frith of Birmingham, George Welch of Willenhall and 
Marmaduke Syddern (sic). The Deed locates the land as adjoining the dwelling house of Richard Chandless and the 
common street of Oaken. [INTERNET] 


The Wolverhampton parish register states that Jane, wife of William Southwick, was buried at 'the Quakers' place near 
Oaken on 27 April 1691. Presumably this was on the property of Richard Chandler or Chandless, because the next year 
he offered a parcel of land for a burying-place to Staffordshire Quarterly Meeting [QMMB 4/5/1692 and 3/8/1692]. There 
was some delay but eventually on 4/9 month/1695 a deed of gift was made. A summary of the deed states that Richard 
Chandler conveyed to trustees 'a piece of land in Oaken for a burying place, containing in length 23 yards and in breadth 14 
yards, and joining to the common street of Oaken' [QMMB, ‘Abstract of Publick Writings']. [all in STUART]

The minutes of Frandly Monthly Meeting, Cheshire, show that, 1 mo., 3, 1713, "Peter Cooke having proposed his intentions 
of removing himself & family to Pennsylvania & friends consenting thereto desire friends of frandly meeting to draw & sign 
them a certificate if need require before the next meeting." At a meeting of the Commissioners of Property, at Philadelphia, 
"7th 8br (October), 1713," there was "Granted to Elinor Cook, a poor widow, lately arrived from England," 100 acres of land 
in Chester Co. At Chester M. Mtgl. held at Providence (now Delaware Co., Pa.) 1 mo. 29, 1714, the widow Elinor Cook, 
produced a "certificate from frandly months meeting in ould England." She was married again in that year (1714) to John 
Fincher, a widower, with several children. He was the son of Francis and Mary Fincher, Friends, who came to Philadelphia 
in 1683. This marriage was authorized by Chester M. Mtg., 8 mo. 30, 1714, and a committee was “appointed to See that the 
Estate of Said Elinor Cooks Children be secured to them before marriage." 7,27,1714, the marriage was reported 
accomplished, and the "Children's portions are secured."

Since John and Susan married 4 Jun 1662 and Aarons's older sister Rose was baptized 30 Nov 1662, it is no likely that Aaron 
was born in 1662. John and Susan baptized children in 1662-Rose, 1664-Francis, 1666-Aaron, 1669-Hannah, and 1671- 
Martha. 

Also of note is that Susan died 18 Oct 1684 and was buried in the Church of England Cemetery in Mobberley. This means at 
this point they were not Quakers so Quaker practices do not apply here. Aaron's firstborn child was buried at the Church of 
England graveyard on 9 Feb 1691. The first indication that he had turned Quaker was in 1695, when he was fined 1 lb for 
failure to tithe to Church of England. He paid the fine in corn. Somewhere between these dates Aaron and family must have 
turned Quaker. [INTERNET] 


Aaron was received at the Radnor MM on Oct. 9, 1701 with three daughters, Sarah, Martha and Mary. [INTERNET] 


"A testimony from Nottingham Monthly-Meeting in Pennsylvania, concerning Aaron Coppock. "It appears he was born in 
Cheshire in Old England, the 25th of the tenth month 1662, was convinced of the truth when a young man, came to America 
soon after and lived near Chester; about the year 1714 he, with his family, settled at Nottingham in said county; being a man 
of an exemplary conduct and much esteemed by friends, he was chosen an elder for the particlar meeting of East- 
Nottingham, until he appeared in public testimony, and therein was often concerned to exhort friends to a life of self denial, 
watchfulness and prayer, the which he did in great sincerity, zeal and innocency. In the forepart of his last illness he 
complained of much poverty but before he died had a prospect of happiness, and a sure hope of obtaining the same. He 
departed this life on the 10th day of tenth month 1725, and was buried in friends burying ground in East Nottingham the 
12th of the same month, aged sixty-three, and a minister 7 years."

In 1676 William Gandy of Seven Oaks near over Whitley, Yeoman, conveyed to Robert Hatton and another a parcel of land 
with a building thereon, in trust to dispose of the rents for the use of the Frandley Meeting. 


Will (-----) 13 Nov 1680/----- 


William Gandy’'s will is dated 3 years before his death 13 November 1680 and William was obviously a wealthy man with 
property and lands in Frandley, Cogshall and Seven Oaks, and this is confirmed by the Hearth Tax return on 1674 where 
William is shown to have the largest house in Sevenoaks. Main points of his will are: £400 arranged by deed to his daughter 
Sarah Cawley (on her wedding day 26/12(Feb)/1678), wife of the late John Cawley: amount unpaid to be raised by the sale of 
lands or property. Mary his wife to have his bed and a milking cow plus rooms in 'The Hall' where he lives: the parlour with 
rooms over it, two bays of the old barn with the little stable and cow house until she dies or remarries. Property includes 
messuage in Frandley, messuage and tenements called Fearnley's Tenenment, messuage and tenement called Sevenoaks 
Greene and Higginford Tenement, all in Over Whitley Lordship. Lands in Sevenoaks and Cogshall purchased from Robert 
Venables. Lands in Middlewalke, Over Whitley, purchased from Henry and Thomas Barrow, gentlemen. Rents and tythes 
from these lands to his wife Mary. After her death the lands to be sold to his loving friends Thomas Hall of Brownland in 
Budworth and John Holford of Middlewich, gentlemen. Out of the profits, £50 to his daughter Ellen Thorpe, £50 for the 
schooling of the child or children of his brother Thomas. £20 a year to his brothers Thomas and Richard Gandy. £10 to 
Thomas's son Thomas. £5 a year to his cousin Thomas Hall of Latchford and William Foxley's son of Antrobus. To his loving 
friends Alexander Lawrence and Henry Maddock, £20 to be disposed of to such charities as they wish. £150 to his daughter 
Ellen Thorpe six months after his death. All remaining properties after 3 years to be sold and the proceeds to his brother 
Edward Gandy. Executors Edward Gandy, Thomas Hall of Brownland, and John Halford. Signed Will Gandy in the presence 
of John Simpson, Thomas Whittigan and Waring Robinson. 


[1683] *John Gandy of Over-Whitley [? William Gandy], summoned to appear at Chester Assizes in September this Year, 
waited there a Week and was not called, wherefore the Bayliff committed him to Prison, till a Warrant came to bring him to 
the Quarter Sessions at Knutsford on the 2d of October, where he also waited two Days and was not called: He was returned 
to Prison at Chester, where, being a weakly Man, the Fatigue of Travelling, and Durance of Imprisonment, caused him a Fit 
of Sickness to the great Hazard of his Life.

Samuel Heald received a warrant in 1715 for 180 acres adjoining the east side of the Robinson/Fisher tract and lying 
between John Hope’s land and Thomas Fisher. 

In 1667 Jane Dunbabin of Great Sankey, on the Mersey River in lower Lancashire, married William Heald of Moberley, 
Cheshire, at Hardshaw Monthly Meeting near Liverpool. Samuel Heald, son of William and Jane, was born in 1668 at 
Moberley. He married Mary Bancroft, born in 1673 at Eccleston, Cheshire. Samuel and Mary immigrated in 1702 to 
Pennsylvania. In 1714 they moved onto land in Kennett, at the same time that Thomas Fisher and his wife Elizabeth Huntley 
Fisher moved onto the 1701 Robinson/Fisher tract there. The Heald tract adjoined on the entire east boundary of the 
Robinson/Fisher tract. Thomas Heald, a cousin of Samuel Heald and brother-in-law of John Dunbabin of Over Walton in 
Cheshire, bought land in the township of Aston, in the forks of Chester Creek, in 1710. He settled in East Caln by 1728. The 
1715 will of Thomas Heald reveals that he was also a cousin to John Crosby, son of Richard Crosby, and was a cousin of 
Katherine (Crosby) Fairlamb. It mentions land on Ridley Creek next to Thomas Taylor. Richard Crosby and Thomas Taylor 
were both trading partners of James Wallis, the earliest owner of land abutting Robinson and Fisher’s tract. Sarah Heald, 
daughter of Samuel, married Aaron Harlan, son of George. He died and the widow Sarah Harlan is shown as owner of the 
tract in Gilbert Cope’s map of early landowners.

Anno 1653. ONE of the earliest Sufferers in this County was Richard Hitchcock, who after the Conclusion of the publick 
Worship at Chester, thought it his Duty to utter a Christian Exhortation to the People: For this innocent Freedom the Mayor 
sent him to Prison, strictly ordering the Goaler to lay him in Irons in a dark Place called Dead Man's Room, where 
condemned Persons were usually put; there was he kept above thirteen Weeks from his Wife and many Children, till the 
Stench and Nastiness of the Dungeon had well nigh suffocated him; when Richard Minshall, a Servant of the Protector, 
commiserating his Case, by an Habeas Corpus brought him before a Judge at the General Sessions, who declared his 
Imprisonment to be illegal, and set him at Liberty. [BESSE]

Thomas Janney was born in Cheshire about the year 1633. In the 21st year of his age, he was convinced of the principles of 
Friends, and joined in profession with them. 


"The next year he received a gift in the ministry, preaching the gospel of Christ freely. He travelled into many parts of 
England, and also in Ireland, had a fervent and sound testimony for truth, and his conversation and course of life accorded 
with his doctrine." [Piety Promoted, Bowden's Frds. in Am., and Smith's Hist. Pa.] In the year 1664, he was imprisoned in 
Cheshire for refusing to pay tithes; and in 1666, eight persons were imprisoned in the common jail at Chester for being 
found at a religious meeting at the house of Thomas Janney at Pownal-fee. [Besse, 1.104. Among these persons were James 
Harrison and William Janney]. In 1683, he came with his family to Pennsylvania, and settled at Makefield in Bucks county. 
He was a member of the Provincial Council, and appears to have been an intimate friend of William Penn, who mentions him 
in his letters. [Proud's Hist., I. 217, 291, 361] He was beloved and highly esteemed for his works' sake, "being an able 
minister of the gospel, sound in doctrine, endowed with wisdom, and a ready utterance ; and favored with openings into the 
mysteries of the things of God's kingdom. He was not forward to offer his gift, having a true regard to the giver, who said 
formerly, 'Cast the net on the right side of the ship.'"... "And though the Lord had furnished him with such excellent 
qualifications, he had so learned self-denial as not to glory therein, but was ready to prefer his friends before himself." .... 
He was of a cheerful and peaceable temper, and innocent and blameless life. As the Lord had bestowed on him a gift of the 
ministry beyond many of his fellows, so he was careful to improve it to his honor and the comfort of his people, laboring 
therein, not only in Pennsylvania, bat he also several times visited the churches in New England, Rhode Island, Long Island, 
and Maryland. His last gospel mission was to England, which will be related in the sequel. [Samuel M. Janney HISTORY OF

He was a tailor and chapman, also involved in the button trade and had considerable cattle, corn and hay in his estate 
inventory which was valued at £576.13.1. On 8/3m/1678 Henry and others were appointed by Morley MM to speak to a 
Friend who had a difference with another; 5/9m/1679 he and others were asked to speak to a Friend "for some disorder", 
and on 7/2m/1680 the same Friend was admonished by Thomas Janney, Henry Janney, and William Janney. Three surviving 
daughters moved to Penna. after his death.

His son Randle [Randle Janney], born 2 mo. 10, 1677, in 1699 obtained a certificate from the Meeting at Morley and 
emigrated to Philadelphia, where he became a prominent merchant, was a friend of Penn, and a large landowner in 
Pennsylvania and Cecil county, Maryland. He married at Philadelphia, in 9 mo. 1701, Frances Righton, daughter of William 
and Sarah Righton, of Philadelphia. Their only child died in infancy. In 1702 and 1706 he visited England, and in 1715 
obtained a certificate to visit the Bermudas, but died before starting, 10 mo. 7, 1715. His will mentions his brother Thomas 
and his sister Mary, wife of George Pawley, who had also come to Philadelphia, and their children, Debora, Mary, Sarah and 
Thomas.

Thomas Janney, brother of Randle, was born in Cheshire, England, 3 mo. 18, 1679, and died in Cecil county, Maryland, 
about 1750. In 1702 his brother Randle obtained a certificate for him to Philadelphia, which, with the one brought from the 
Morley Meeting by Randle in 1699, is preserved among the records of Philadelphia Monthly Meeting. In 1706 he went to 
England with his brother, and after his return settled in West Nottingham township, Chester county, on land formerly owned 
by Randle, and later found to be in Cecil county, Maryland. His will was proven in Cecil county, March 22, 1751, and in it he 
mentions his wife Magdalen, son-in-law Robert Lashly, and children Jemima Janney, Debora Lashly, William, Thomas and 
Isaac Janney, who are the progenitors of the Janneys of Cecil county. Robert Lashly was Robert Leslie, who married Debora 
Janney, in 1740, and is the ancestor of Charles Robert Leslie, R. A., the noted author and artist, and his talented sisters. 
Deborah Pawlee, daughter of George and Mary (Janney) Pauley, married 9 mo. 21, 1727, Samuel Siddons, son of Thomas 
and Lowrey (Evans) Siddons, who have descendants in Bucks county. Sarah Pawley, another daughter of George and Mary, 
married 7 mo. 24. 1734, William Atkinson, Jr., of a Bucks county family.

It happened some Time after, that the said Peter Littleton was taken sick in the Prison, and likely to die of a 
Fever (four Men having died out of the same Room in about two Weeks Time) and the Priest, his Prosecutor was applied to, 
in order to obtain a little Liberty of Air for the Preservation of the Man's Life, but he would by no Means consent thereto; 
nay, so cruel was he, that when the Goaler in Compassion gave him Leave to go out on Condition of returning in a short 
Time, the Priest hearing of it, sent Persons to threaten the Goaler with a Prosecution, and obliged him to keep the poor weak 
Man under close Confinement.

The only instance known to me of the original "cave dwelling" of an early settler being preserved, or identified, in, the family 
of a present day descendant, is the one belonging to the Lownes family, in Springfield tp., now in Delaware Co. Hugh 
Lownes, and his wife Jane, and four children, sailed from Chester, England, for Pensylvania in 1685. They were Friends, Mr. 
Lownes had been, imprisoned because he was "a practicing Quaker' and contracted a disease in jail from which he died at 
sea. His widow took up his land in Springfield tp., and farmed it, and a portion of the old place is owned by descendants. On 
this property is the cave, a natural rock grotto, which served as the home for the widow and her children, till the log cabin 
was built, which in turn was followed by the present stone mansion. The cave has been carefully protected all these years 
and is marked on a tablet, "Jane Lownes's Cave and Dwelling, 1685. [Charles H. Browning WELSH SETTLEMENT OF 
PENNSYLVANIA 315]

Matthew and Alice were Quakers and were probably married with them before records were formally kept. They were not 
married at Runcorn All Saints (or Whitegate). The Sufferings record that in 1683 Matthew Nickson of Stockham was fined 
goods to the value of £1.15.00 for absenting. Another record in the sufferings records that: 


"Mathew Nixon of Keckwick was fined at Halton Court by John Daniel of Daresbury esq. for three tythe calves, but Mathew 
Nixon knowing they were not due denyed to pay them and one Edward Twambrook a neighbour paid 18 shillings" 


The will of Matthew Nickson, Yeoman of Stockham within Norton, Cheshire can be summarised briefly as : To Alice Nickson, 
his dear and loving wife, his two messuages "which I hold under Sir Thomas Brookes of Norton, purchased from Robert Hunt 
and Thomas Peacocke, both of Stockham, for 99 years" After her death to John Twambrook of High Legh, John Hough of 
Sutton and Thomas Boulton of Norton. To raise £400 out of the said Messuages. To his granddaughter Mary, daughter of his 
son Mordicai Nickson £250 when his grandson John reaches 21. To his other granddaughter Phoebe, daughter of his son 
Mordicai Nickson £150 when his grandson John reaches 21. If either dies before John is 21, the other to have her share. All 
his personal estate to his wife Alice and, on her death, to his grandson John (including occupancy of the two messuages). If 
he dies then his granddaughters to hold them. To the Norton meeting at Preston on the Hill 16/- annually out of the rents 
Probate issued 31st May 1718 26th July 1731 John Twambrooke declared that he had faithfully fulfilled the conditions of the 
will.

In 1685, one such family, Walter Pixley, his wife and daughter Martha, were imprisoned in Stafford Gaol along with may 
other local Quakers. All suffered severe hardship at the hands of the brutal gaoler, but were eventually released after the 
Pixley’s non-Quaker daughter Mary, a young woman whom they had adopted as a baby when she was abandoned by her 
mother, rode to London to see William Penn. He got her an audience with King James II, who subsequently ordered the 
release of the prisoners and dismissed the gaoler. The Pixley’s later sailed to Pennsylvania with William Penn. [INTERNET]

After several Citations, notwithstanding 
his Appearance thereto, they preceded against him under Pretence of Contempt of the Court, to an Excommunication, in 
Consequence of which, on the 13th Day of the Month called August this Year, he was committed to the City Prison, on a Writ 
de Excommunicato capiendo, where he was detained under close Confinement more than five Years, illegally, as the Lawyers 
informed him, because the Writ had not been returned into the Court of Kings Bench, as by Law it ought to have been. 


[1670] *Richard Smith of Chester, had his Goods seized several Times, for Meetings at his House, to a Value far exceeding 
the Fines imposed, which yet were usually £20 for each Meeting: Likewife *Edward Morgan, and others of that City, 
suffered greatly by the Conventicle Act, upon the Information of Soldiers, and base Persons, encouraged by the Mayor, and 
Alderman Poole., who, when he was informed of a Meeting, ordered his Clerk to proceed to the utmost Extent of the Law, 
bidding the Officers take enough, who accordingly made Distress to five or six Times the Value of the Fines.

The Wolverhampton parish register states that Jane, wife of William Southwick, was buried at 'the Quakers' place near 
Oaken on 27 April 1691. Presumably this was on the property of Richard Chandler or Chandless, because the next year he 
offered a parcel of land for a burying-place to Staffordshire Quarterly Meeting [STUART] 


There was a Quaker Burial Ground at Oaken. The Quarterly Meeting of 4 July 1692 was informed that Richard Chandler 
had offered a burial place for the use of Friends and the meeting ordered Marmaduke Siddon and William Southwick to 
make further enquiries. Three meetings later the matter was resolved. As noted by Denis Stuart a Deed of Gift dated 4 
September 1695 conveyed a parcel of land to Jonathan Frith of Birmingham, George Welch of Willenhall and 
Marmaduke Syddern (sic). The Deed locates the land as adjoining the dwelling house of Richard Chandless and the 
common street of Oaken. [INTERNET]

At the Stafford assizes in 1662 he incurred a sentence of praemunire for refusing to swear the oaths of allegiance, and was 
imprisoned for more than ten years. His wife hired a house nearby where he was sometimes allowed to go to be with his 
family. He was also permitted to write books and teach children, but was not released until the general pardon granted by 
Charles II in March 1672. In 1679 he was fined £20 for preaching to two or three friends in a house in Keele and was again 
imprisoned in Stafford gaol. He died from a ‘distemper’ at Stafford on 18 March 1682 in his sixty-fifth year; his wife, 
Elizabeth, died the following December. He was buried in Stafford on 21 March. [ODNB]

Jan-Feb 1703) All of William Yardley's children and grandchildren died "small-pox prevailed to an alarming extent" in the 
winter of 1702-3". His heir was his brother Thomas Yardley. [GYF (1881)] 


William Yardley was born in the year 1632, near Leek, in Staffordshire. In his youth he sought after the knowledge of God, 
and joined in society with, a spiritually-minded people, who called themselves the "Family of Love." He afterwards was 
convinced of the principles of Friends, and joining in fellowship with them, was called to the ministry about the twenty-third 
year of his age. He travelled in various parts of the nation, preaching the gospel, and suffered imprisonment for conscience’ 
sake nineteen weeks, during seventeen of which bis only resting-place was the bare floor of his cell. In the year 1682, he 
removed to Pennsylvania, and settled in Bucks county. He represented that county in the first colonial Assembly, and was 
afterwards an active member of the Provincial council. "His ministry," writes his intimate friend, Thomas Janney, "was with a 
good understanding not only of what he spake from, but also what he spake unto; and the things which he testified were 
what he had learned of the Lord, and had himself seen, heard, and tasted, in the good word of life." He died in the Fifth 
month, 1693, aged about sixty-one years, having been a minister thirty-eight years." [Bowden, II. 113; Pa. Mem. 15; Proud's 
Hist.

John died in February/March 1707/8 
and Elizabeth died in March 1727/8.
